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INCORPORATION 

MATTER STILL 

IN ABEYANCE 

To Be Finally Disposed at Next Meeting 
of Board of Supervisors—Visits 
to Smelter Site 


SUMY'S EXCURSION LINDEN HOTEL 
WAS A GREAT EVENT BADLY DAMAGED 


The South San Francisco incorpora¬ 
tion matter took up considerable of the 
time of the Supervisors last Monday. 

Protests were read from the Steiger 
Terra Cotta Co., Pacific Jupiter Steel 
Co., Spring Valley Water Co. and the 
United Railroads of San Francisco, 
who did not desire to be included 
within the boundaries of the newly in¬ 
corporated city. The protestants, in¬ 
cluding the Home Protective Associa¬ 
tion of San Mateo County, were repre¬ 
sented by Attorney Samuel Knight, 
who, after considerable argument asked 
the Board to eliminate the smelter 
site, with a few adjacent high hills, 
only. The incorporationists present 
were W. J. Martin, E. E. Cunning¬ 
ham, Judge A. McSweeney and E. I. 
Woodman, as well as Attorneys H. W. 
Brown and Harry E. Styles, who 
looked after the legal aspects of the 
matter. 

Attorney Knignt, representing the 
Home Protective Association, argued 
for postponement of the matter on the 
grounds that the opponents had not 
been notified that a final hearing was 
to be had at this meeting. 

Chairman Coleman explained that 
the board had agreed, when in South 
San Francisco a week before, to in¬ 
struct the clerk to send notices to the 
protestants and others. The clerk had 
not been notified to send such notices. 

The argument for delay was opposed 
by the incorporationists, who had ap¬ 
peared repeatedly for a final hearing 
and wished the matter settled at once. 

W. J. Martin, of the South San 
Francisco Land and Improvement 
Company, stated that his company 
was originally opposed to incorpora¬ 
tion as was also the Western Meat Co., 
but that now both were heartily in 
favor of incorporation. 

Progress of Dumbarton Bridge. 

About sixty men are now employed 
by the Southern Pacific Company on 
the Dumbarton bridge, The work 
being done at present is the bridging 
of the slough two miles east of the 
bridge. All the steel for the bridge is 
now at Newark and is stored in the 
old narrowgauge shops and the yards 
at that point. As soon as the bridge 
across the slough is finished this 
material will be taken to the bridge 
and the work on that structure will be 
begun in earnest. The double-track 
line is completed from Newark to the 
slough. 


Supervisor Eikerenkotter moved that 
the petition of incorporation be grant¬ 
ed and that Tanforan Park, the Fifth 
Addition to San Bruno and the smelter 
site be excluded from the proposed 
boundaries. 

Chairman Coleman advised his col¬ 
leagues to use caution in regard to the 
lines excluding the smelter site. Again 
the argument waged and maps and 
! law books were brought into use in an 
endeavor to fix. a boundary. It was 
tentatively agreed that the boundaries 
should stand as proposed except all 
high ground was to be excluded in the 
! neighborhood of the smelter site. 

Supervisor Blackburn stated that 
two of the board favored incorporation, 
and that two others were opposed, uind 
as the deciding vote rested with him 
he wanted the boundaries fixed so 
that they would be satisfactory to all 
i concerned or he would refuse to vote. 
His motion that the matter be laid 
over two weeks and that the county 
surveyor make a map according to the 
lines proposed prevailed. 

Committee Visits Smelter Site. 

Last Wednesday morning, W. J. 
Martin, Attorney Samuel Knight and 
County Surveyor James B. Neuman 
visited the smelter site in this town, 
and after going over the ground for 
j some time the surveyor was asked to 
I prepare a suitable map with lines 
drawn so as to eliminate the present 
smelter site and the high slopes adja- 
! cent to it. 

The belt line railway and the entire 
water front will be left within the in¬ 
corporated district. 

The map, when completed, will be 
I presented to the Board of Supervisors 
at its meeting on July 6th, at which 
time, no doubt, the whole matter will 
be settled. 

School Bonds Voted Against. 

The school bond election that was 
held in Jefferson School District, com¬ 
prising Colma and Vista Grande, last 
Saturday, resulted as follows: Eighteen 
for and 1213 against. The petition for 
the election, as published, did not 
state definitely where the new school 
building would be located, which 
created a doubt in the minds of the 
voters. A new i>etition will be pre¬ 
pared and another election held.

The next President of the U nited 
States hails from Ohio, and his 
name is William H. Taft. Ohio 
has displaced Virginia as the 
“Mother ot Presidents,” and yet 
Ohio has counted for very little in 
naming Taft as the next President 
of this great country. The de¬ 
mand for Taft as the Republican 
nominee was as wide as the whole 
country, and the election of dele¬ 
gates, the assembling of a National 
Convention and all the proceedings 
were purely perfunctory, merely a 
ratification ot a choice already 
made by the almost unanimous 
voice ot the Republican electorate. 
Again the people proved stronger 
than the politicians. The people 
named Taft as the best possible 
representative and exponent of the 
onward march towards a more per¬ 
fect development of free Republi¬ 
can Government in this great 
country; as the best possible repre¬ 
sentative ol the new gospel of civic 
righteousness,of clean government, 
ol lair play and a square deal for 
all the people. Taft was chosen 
as the natural successor of Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt and of the Roose¬ 
velt doctrines; of the idea that the 
government in this fair, free conn ! 
try shall not own the people, but 
that the people of right do, and 
lolever shall, own tne government; 
that this Republic shall continue! 
to l»e the land ol opportunity for 
all men. The nominee for Vice- * 
President, James C. Sherman of 
New ^ ork, is a man of high j 
character and fine abilities, whose 
name will doubtless lend strength 
to the Republican National ticket. 

The platform is for the most 
part a strong, sound document, 
which will prove very generally 
acceptable to the people. But the 
strongest plank of all is the per- 
sonality of the principal nominee, 
William H. Taft. 


There is hardly a newspaper 
reader in any community who, in, 
his own estimation, could not con¬ 
duct a paper better than the local 
editors do.

will be, for the reason that they 
are so sure they are right that no¬ 
body could by any chance set them 
! right. 

The function of a newspaper is 
| to print the news—all the news. 
It is impossible in a paper to cover 
every item of sports or markets, be¬ 
cause this would exclude other 
| very important news in other de¬ 
partments. A newspaper must 
print the most important happen¬ 
ings in all departments of news, 
and this makes it impossible to go 
, into minute details in any partic 
| ular department. 

But, above all things, a news¬ 
paper must not be personal. It is 
necessary sometimes to criticise the 
conduct of individuals and men in 
office, but when this is done it is 
not because the newspaper or some 
employe of the newspaper has a 
personal grudge at the person 
thus criticised. It is because this 
criticism is in the best interest of 
the community, and any news¬ 
paper which thus criticises merely 
to satisfy a personal grudge will 
soon go out of business. The 
function of the public press is as 
sacred as the function of the courts, 
and in most cases the managers 
and editors of newspapers keep 
this fact in view all the time. 
Fairness, justice and the truth are 
the three things which the journa 
list strives after. He may miss 
them sometimes, but his intentions 
are good.

COONEY HAPPENINGS. 


Assemblyman R. H. Jury has pur¬ 
chased the Mission Times, a weekly 
newspaper published in San Francisco. 

Geo. C. Ross, of San Mateo County, 
has been appointed a member of the 
committee to notify Taft of his nomina¬ 
tion for President. 

The Halt Moon Bay Review an¬ 
nounces that Thomas C. Johnston is a 
candidate for the Republican nomina¬ 
tion for supervisor of the Fourth Town¬ 
ship, this county. 

George W. Gates, who holds the 
record of being a municipal officer at 
Burlingame for a shorter time than 
any other man in the state, lias been 
succeeded as city trustee by H. W. 
Bodwell, the appointment being made 
at the meeting of the city trustees held 
last Wednesday night. Gates resigned 
after a week’s service, the postal rules 
interfering with his holding the office 
of postmaster and that of city trustee 
at the same time. C. N. Kirkbride, 
city attorney of San Mateo, was ap¬ 
pointed to a similar position by the 
trustees of the new city. 

Hall C. Ross has announced himself 
as a candidate for joint senator for this 
district on the Republican ticket, and 
he will probably have for his running 
mate, for the assembly, H. Holmbuist. 
of Redwood City. Mr. Ross is a mem¬ 
ber of the firm of Ross & Ross, attor¬ 
neys, with offices at Redwood City and 
San Mateo. Mr. Holmquist is con¬ 
nected with the Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany, and has never taken a promi¬ 
nent part in county politics. 

The preliminary hearing of Johanna 
Islaas, who strangled her hour old 
baby and then threw its body in the 
bay at San Mateo a few weeks ago, was 
held before Justice of the Peace George 
A. Carson Wednesday morning. The 
woman was bound over to the superior 
court without bonds. The woman had 
no attorney and entered no testimony 
on her own behalf. The feature of the 
hearing was a caustic arraignment of 
Daniel Curran, who found the body of 
the infant, by District Attorney J. J. 
Bullock, for Curran’s failure to notify 
the officials of his discovery until late 
the following day.

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AN INSECT TRAGEDY. 


The Nest the Mother Butterfly Builds 
For Her Young. 

There is something really pathetic in 
the way a mother butterfly builds a 
nest for her children. In the first 
place, the little home where the eggs 
are deposited represents a great deal 
of sacrifice, for it is lined with several 
layers of down plucked from the moth¬ 
er’s own soft body. The eggs having 
been laid carefully upon this luxurious, 
pretty couch, are protected by an 
equally pretty coverlet made of the 
same material. 

These butterfly bedclothes are often 
arranged with an intricacy that is quite 
curious and perplexing. Sometimes a 
bed is made so that each separate deli¬ 
cate hair stands upright, thus giving i 
the entire nest the appearance of a lit¬ 
tle brush of downy fur. Then again 
the eggs are laid spirally round a tiny 
branch, and, as the covering follows 
their course, the effect resembles the 
bushy tail of a fox, only the nest is 
more beautiful than the brush of the 
finest fox that ever roamed over coun¬ 
try. 

The building of this downy nest is the 
latest earthly labor of the mother but¬ 
terfly, for by the time it is completed 
her own delicate body is denuded of its 
natural covering and there is nothing 
left for her to do but die, a sacrifice 
which she promptly and heroically 
makes in the interest of the coming 
butterfly generation. 


Must Pension Themselves. 

Domestic servants in Germany come 
under the law that obliges all persons 
below a certain income to provide for 
their old age. The postofiice issues 
cards and stamps, and one of these 
stamps must be dated and affixed to 
the card every Monday. Sometimes 
the employers buy the cards and stamps 
and show them at the postofiice each 
month. Sometimes they expect the 
servant to pay half the money re¬ 
quired. Women who go out by the day 
get their stamps at the house they 
work in on Mondays. If a girl marries 
she may cease to insure and may have 
a sum of money toward her outfit. In 
that case she will receive no old age 
pension. But if she goes on with her 
insurance she will have from 15 to 20 
marks ($3 to $4) a month from the 
state after the age of seventy. 


Working His Patient. 

Ambassador Wu Ting Fang was 
once, it is alleged, telling about a cer¬ 
tain selfish politician. He said: “The 
man reminds me of a doctor of Shang¬ 
hai. A mandarin came to this doctor 
for advice, lie could not sleep, had no 
appetite, suffered a good deal from de¬ 
pression and nevertheless was taking 
on fat at an alarming rate. ‘We’ll soon 
put you in condition again,’ said the 
physician. ‘What you need is exercise 
—good, hard exercise. Four times a 
week you can come here and put in 
the morning polishing my floors.’ ‘But 
why not my own floors?’ the mandarin 
inquired. ‘Mine,’ said the physician, 
‘are larger.’ ” 


Sleepwalking. 

Women and children are more apt to 
suffer from somnambulism than men, 
possibly because their brain is more 
delicately poised and therefore more 
easily influenced by dreams. A som¬ 
nambulist nearly always walks with 
his eyes wide open, the pupils being 
much dilated. lie is a dreamer able to 
act his dreams, and in this state the 
timid become fearless, the weak strong 
and the stupid brilliant. Their som¬ 
nambulistic condition presents many 
curious anomalies. The somnambulist’s 
sense of hearing is not often suspend¬ 
ed. for, generally speaking, he will an¬ 
swer questions even if whispered, but 
often the same ear is deaf to loud 
noises. The sense of smell is frequent¬ 
ly altered. Brimstone and phosphorus 
are said to be pleasant scents to the 
somnambulist, and many cannot tell 
wine from water, as the sense of taste 
becomes perverted or entirely suspend¬ 
ed. Some people walk periodically in 
their sleep, while others do it spasmod¬ 
ically. One German doctor goes to the 
extreme of asserting that somnam¬ 
bulists are attracted by the moon, and 
thus they walk on roofs of houses and 
at great heights because they derive a 
peculiar pleasure from contemplating 
the moon.

BOLIVIAN INDIANS. 


Hi* Majority Are Semi-intoxioated 
From the Cradle to the Grave. 


The Indian women of Bolivia are 
usually superior to their lords in actual 
intelligence; also in age. as a rule. 

They earn the larger share of their 
mutual “living” and take the lead in 
most things. 

As recognized head of the house the 
Bolivian Indian wife is much more 
likely to thrash her comparatively 
timid spouse than he is to ill use her. 

In the markets, when produce has to 
be disposed of, she can drive a far bet¬ 
ter bargain than he could; she can car¬ 
ry as heavy burdens, endure as much 
privation and physical toil, labor, chew 
as much coca and drink as much 
strong drink. 

Little or no money passes among the 
Bolivian Indians, their mediums of 
exchange being whatever they may 
raise or the labor of their hands. They 
will eat when not hungry, drink when 
not thirsty, sleep when not sleepy, any¬ 
where and any time when opportunity 
offers, “against the time of need,’ as 
chey say. The majority are in a state 
of semi-intoxication from babyhood to 
the grave, alcohol being used on every 
pretext, freely as their means will al¬ 
low, on occasions of births, deaths and 
feast days—the last named being re¬ 
markably frequent.—Boston Globe. 
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A Tiny Death Dealer. 

A most agonizing death is caused by 
an insect half (he size of a pea—a 
small black spider. It lives in Peru, 
in South America, but a few speci¬ 
mens have reached Europe in ship¬ 
loads of timber. Not long ago a dock 
laborer was unlucky enough to come 
upon one in the Victoria docks while 
unloading a bark. The tiny death deal¬ 
er dropped upon the back of his haDd 
and dug its fangs into his flesh. The 
bite itself was nothing, but as soon as 
the poison began to work the man 
fainted with pain. Soon afterward he 
came to and lived three days before 
the end came. This spider’s venom 
scorches up the blood vessels and 
spreads through all the tissues, caus¬ 
ing the most fearful agony a human 
being can have to bear. The worst of 
it is that the victim lives at least two 
days, enduring unthinkable anguish 
the whole time. This spider is luckily 
not common. It is known as the 
“specky,” and when a man who knows 
what the bite means is bitfen he gen¬ 
erally blows out his brains.—London 
Chronicle.

This action on the part of your committee resulted in a free field as to the southerly boundary of the pro¬ 
posed incorporated district. 

At the meeting of the Board of Supervisors your committee encountered most strenuous opposition 
from what is known as the Home Protective Association, who were present, represented by several attorneys 
who sought to prevent the incorporators from including within the town limits of South’ San Francisco any 
portion of the land lying east of the Bay Shore Railroad. Their argument being that if South San Fran¬ 
cisco became a municipality it would control the entire water front known as San Bruno Point, the same as 
the city of Oakland controls its water front, and that inasmuch as this water front was about the only deep 
water point in San Mateo County, that it should be kept entirely under the control of the County of San 
Mateo and the dictation of the Board of Supervisors of said County, rather than let the municipality of 
South San Francisco control that feature.

HUNTING LICENSE HAS 

PROVED MOST SATISFACTORY 


It Is Now Proposed Anglers be Licens¬ 
ed—One License to Include Hunters 
and Fishermen. 


The hunting license which went in¬ 
to effect one year ago has stood the 
test of its first year and state fish com¬ 
missioners are ready to distribute the 
supply for the ensuing year to the 
county clerks throughout the state. Of 
the resident licenses, or the $1 class, 
120,000 will be issued. Of the non¬ 
resident class, at $lo, and of the alien 
licenses, at $25 each, only a few hun¬ 
dred will be issued. The application 
blanks will be placed in the hands of 
every justice of the peace and with each 
postal and express money order office. 
Many sportmen who are getting ready 
for their summer vacation have al¬ 
ready applied for licenses giving them 
the right to shoot protected game as 
soon as they reach the mountains. 

Judging from the numerous inquir¬ 
ies regarding a license for fishing, very 
many persons seem to be under the 


also necessary. The fish commissioners 
I report that in every quarter of the 
: impression that a license for angling is 
state there seems to be h growing senti- 
ment that the angling fraternity 
I should also pay a license and the fish 
commissioners are of the opinion that 
one license—made good for hunting 
and angling—will be sufficient. No 
change, however, can be made until 
the legislature convenes, when it is 
probable that the law maybe amended 
to include angling. 

The number of hunting licenses sold 
last year in this state was approxi¬ 
mately 115,000. Considerable incon- 
! venience was experienced in getting 
the material fast enough to meet this 
extraordinary demand. A great deal 
of unexpected work was thrust upon 
the county clerks, who were obliged to 
issue receipts until licenses could be 
procured, which involved double work 
and postage. All will be avoided the 
coming year. 

I he hunting license application 
blank was devised by the fish com¬ 
missioners to enable people living at a 
distance from the county seat to pro¬ 
cure licenses without loss of time and 
expense. \\ hile the license law is in 
existence in thirty-five states of the 
Union, California was the first one to 
devise an application blank, and it is 
to that and the improved public senti¬ 
ment that the fish commissioners 
attribute the great interest taken in 
the entire license scheme. 

For the benefits of ttiose who have 
doubts as to the constitutionality of 
the law requiring aliens to pay a larger 
hunting license fee than citizens of the 
state, a decision of the supreme court 
of Alabama in the case of Luke vs 
Calhoun county on the right of the 
state to impose different license fees, 
the language used by the court is clean 
cut and decisive. It says: “It is a 
legal and political axiom that pro¬ 
tection and allegiance are reciprocal. 
Aliens resident or sojourners here do 
not owe the full measure of allegiance 
exacted from the citizen, nor can they 
enjoy the rights, privileges and immun¬ 
ities of citzenship.”—San Jose Times.
